Salinas Torpedoed Without Warning. Is Terse Navy 
Report Today; 16.800-Ton Vessel In Con­ 
voy When Attacked

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. -The navy announced

another torpedoing in north Atlantic waters—that of the 
I nited States naval tanker Salinas—but said that happily 
there was no further loss of life to add to the 97 men pre­ 
sumed lost on the sunken destroyer Reuben Janies. 
rhe Salinas was “torpedoed without warning,” a terse 
navy statement said. Seriously damaged, she made her way 
to port. 
“No details of the damage will lie released as it will be 
ot no value except to the Nazis.” the navy said in disclosing 
that the tanker was hit last Wednesday night southwest of 
Iceland,

where the Reuben James, first American warship to be lost 
in the battle of the Atlantic, went down.

BRITISH CAPTURE 
FIVE VICHY SHIPS 


Action "Still Proceeding" 
Off South African 
Coast, Report 


LONDON, Nov. 4 
British sailors 
have intercepted and boarded five 
vichy 
French 
m erchantm en

prevented the scuttling of three of 
them in an action which “is still 
proceeding” off the south African 
ccastth e admit alty aim? urved today. 
It charged tthe French with a t­ 
tem pting to convoy c ntraband sup­ 
plies for the G erm ans from the 
east, presum ably the Indian ocean 
or the O rient 
A t the same tim e a night battle 
in the English 
channel 
was a n ­ 
nounced in which the adm iralty 
said patrol vessels engaged the es­ 
corts of a strongly protected Axis 
convoy. 
In the latter battle, the British 
said they shot two torpedoes into a 
large supply vessel, probably sink­ 
ing it or causing it to be beached, 
probably dam aged some of the Axis 
escorts, 
and 
in 
return 
suffered 
slight dam age to one of their own 
patrol ships. 
Crews of three of the five French 
ships intercepted off South Africa 
attem pted to scuttle in compliance 
with G erm an instructions, the ad­ 
m iralty said 
The communique said 
the Vichy 
government has recently been a t­

G erm ans from the east to Frenace

BERLIN AROUSED 
AT FINN WARNING 


"No Words Sharp Enough", 
Says Spokesman In Crit­ 
icism oi America

sharp enough to characterise W ash­

the government, with gangsters a t 
its head, in Jewish shamelessness 
and with pitiful dilettantism tries 
to tell the Finnish people what to 
do,” said a G erm an foreign office 
spokesmen today.

dell Hull's announcem ent yesterday 
that the United States government 
had advised Finland she runs the 
danger of losing American friend­ 
ship if she pursues her war with 
Russia. 
“The government of a democracy 
dares approach the government of 
another democracy, which is neither 
Nazi nor an adherent to the trl- 
power part, and say ‘you take your 
troops back’, and dares intim ate 
that if Finland does not acquiesce 
England will be prevailed upon to 
d edaii war,’’ the spokesman eon** 
tinues.

alone. It con< erns all Europe*" 
"The Importance of this Ameri­ 
can attdfipt on Europe cannot be

like a newspaper and claims to be 
one qualifies nor, in fact, can every

states and with the kind of public 
liOtice or other official advertising 
concerned In all cases, however, the 
purpose is the same: to give due 
notice in the widest possible m an­ 
ner so that those whose rights are 
affected by the proposed move or 
action may take heed

paid circulation, local news rover- 
age admission to the U S mails as 


second cla»« m atter, and local pub­ 
lication arc among the most com­ 
mon qualifications required 
It is 
im portant that the «pirit as well as 
the letter of the law is complied 
with in such m atters Only in this 
way ran the lull purpose of the law 
be met.
